This  witness 
was  P  Lieut.  General  and  the  Chief 
oi  Staff  of  the  Japanese  7th  nrmy 
serving  on  the  iJryalan  Peninsula. 

The  facts  concerning  which  this  witness  c^n  give  testl 
Liony  ore;  that  he  had  opportunity  to  observe  the  con 
dltlons  of  the  prisoner  of  wrr  crisps  In  the  crea  end 
the  treatnjent  of  such  prisoners  of  war  end,  that  as  sup 
piles  became  evrllable  conditions  wore  Improved,  that 
there  was  ieprovenent  In  the  treatment  of  the  native  pop- 
niu  f  after  the  accused  ITa.G.KI  became  commander  of  the 
7th  <.rrcy  as  compared  to  the  conditions  described  by  the 
witness  Wild.  ^ 

The  relevancy  of  this  testimony  which  this  witness  can 
Is  that  the  conditions  described  by  the  witness 
..lid  did  not  exist  after  the  accused  IT..G.KI  became  Com 
mander  of  the  Japanese  7th  Army. 


This  witness'  nationality  Is 
Japanese.  He  Is  at  present  In 
the  custody  of  the  British  and 
said  to  be  so  held  at  Singapore 
Malayan  Peninsula. 

This  witness  was  e  Major  General 
In  the  Japanese  i.rny  serving  with 
the  Japanese  7th  /.rny  as  the 
Custodian  of  the  Prisoner  of  V 
for  a  period  of  about  ten  months 
prior  to  the  end  of  hostilities 
on  the  Malayan  Peninsula  area. 
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The  rclevpncy  of  this  ttstlnony 
v/hlch  this  witness  cm  give  Is 
that  the  conditions  described  by 
the  witness  Wild  did  not  exist 
after  the  accused  IT/.G.'.Kl  becai.e 
conn»ander  of  the  Jspenese  7th  /.rcy. 

WHEhlFORt,  your  ptltioner  prays  thit  appropriate  order 
be  entered  herein  for  the  Issuance  of  process  of  this  Tribunal 
ad  testiflornduc  for  the  production  of  each  of  the  witnesses 
above  mentioned  at  this  trial.
